A Sunday paper contained 
the fblldwing paragmph: "For many 
nioa.'is the sfore of a prominent book- 
Kcll -L' has boon visited bja man wall 
on in years, and neatly dressed, after 
tlio fashion of a minister of the Gos- 
pel. Ho would walk around the store 
examining books, . reading passages, 
but never nuking a purchase. Lately 
our stationer has missed books, failed 
until yesterday, when the clerical- 
looking gent.k-ir.au was discovered to 
bo tlio kleptomaniac, Ho was stand- 
ing in the stove' quietly reading a book 
ho bad taken, when a customer en- 
tered; Whofutbe proprietor turned to 
wait upon. T:io instant his back was 
turned the go ipel gentleman left the 
store. The stationer immediately fol- 
lowed lain, and, coming up, asked 
what ho did with that book. The re- 
verend gentleman turned pale, and 
with the explanation, 'For God's sake 
don't expose nio publicly, brought 
forth the stolen book from under his 
coat." 

That clergyman was J. N. Cooms. 
This morning his congregation at the 
fashionable West End assembled at 
tho usual time. The hour for service 
came, but the pastor was absent. A 
message was dispatched to his apart- 
ment. Tho door was barred. The 
messenger forced the door, to tind the 
dead body of Cooms in his chamber, 
with his throat so terribly cut that tho 
head was nearly severed from the body. 
Tho messenger, horror-stricken, an- 
nounced the fact to the congregation. 
Subsequent inquiry discloses tho fol- 
lowing facts: Cooms has been an 
honored and s iceessful clergyman of 
this district for t quarter of a century, 
at first iii the Mathodist, and lately in 
the Presbyterian denomination. Cooms 
wifo for Bomo y sars has been insane. 
The calamity has at times clouded his 
mind. There were no children. 

For sorno weeks tho old family maid- 
servant lies policed that Cooms was 
unusually depressed, and exhibited 
symptoms similar to those which wore 
it an nested in tho early st iges of Mrs. 
Cooms' insanity. This morning, for 
the first time in very many year.-;, 
Cooms ordered ail the Sunday paper.-; 
purchased and brought to him before 
church. The papers were found in 
his room carefully examined; the one 
containing tlie'above paragraph had 
boon oaroiully roe. I. Tua suicide, ac- 
cording to th ) account of time, must 
have speeidly followed the reading. 
There was so much me hod, however, 
in the madness, that a considerable 
quantity of Government bonds were 
round carefully arranged upon the 
table near th" fatal npwapaper. The 
clergyman was a man of property. 
The tKroa* was cut with two razors, and 
the work was thoroughly done. 

A. cass has recently come io light in 
England which illustrates the injustice 
of the law of that country in relation 
to married women, Tiie wile of a 
clergyman an nod Lowe having a vow- 
ed opinion i (teamed by him heretical, 
a charge of lunacy was set up against 
her by her husband. She was sudden- 
ly.se'ized, and' without any prelimi- 
naries', incarcerated in a private lu- 
natic asylum, near Bristol, in Septem- 
ber, 1870. Jt is now conceded by all 
parties that Mrs. Lowo was at no time 
in tho least insane, yet all her letters 
to hor friends wore 'suppressed, and 
all her appeals to be brought before a 
jury were unheard. Certain pecuniary 
complications at length rendered ll 
necessary that she should be looked af- 
ter, and she WBS discovered in the 
Han well lunatic, asylum— to which she 
was transferred in 1871 , — undergoing 
indescribable agomoj. in reply to 
her application for redress at the 
Home Office, Mrs. "Lowo was advised 
that she must seek her remedy at law. 
But as, under the present disahiliti >s 
of married women; only her husband 
could plead on this subject , an I, as he 
poems perfectly satisfied that a heretic 
is necessarily a lunatic, .Mrs Lowo 
can only appeal to tho public. Wo 
aro glad to say (hat this ease of infa- 
mous oppression under the formis of 
law has led to t ho formation of a so- 
cioty for tho reform of Uio In wo relat- 
ing to lunacy. 



Mr. Gaston, tho Governor-elect of 
Massachusetts, is a fortunate gontlo- 
men.

The Public Meeting. 

The character at political meetings 
held at the Philharmonic seems to be 
not altogether in harmony with the 
name given to the Hall, and it may 
bo questioned how far these meetings 
tend to practical good. The one on 
Saturday ovoning was certainly no ex- 
ception. Gotten : up not altogether 
without that wire-pulling which would 
outitlo it to b» designated "hole-and- 
corner," its principal proniutors un- 
questionably had occult motivos, tho 
chief of which svero to glorify tho 
"Nationmakei" and, by a sort of aide- 
wind, plaster up the crumblina: Local 
Cabinet. But, whatovor difforonco of 
opinion may exist with respect to the 
general utility of the meeting more 
particularly in question, there can cor- 
ttinlybo rone whatever as to the 
O ,uq)lete discomfiture of^tho wire-pul- 
lers. Unsatisfactory as tho meeting 
undoubtedly proved in a general and 
higher sense, still it was not altogether 
without its warings and its lessons; 
and it is to soino of these that atten- 
tion is now directed. And, first of all, 
the lesson was a severe ono in so far as 
the Local Government is concerned. 
Several attempts were inado in the 
direction of justifying its conduct in 
causing such serious delay; but every 
such effort, indeed, every friendly al- 
lusion to it, provoked such a hearty 
and unanimous outburst of popular 
disfavor as must have convinced the 
principal operator that nothing can 
bo gained by clinging to its sinking 
ship. The assertion that tho country 
has gained better terms by half a mil- 
lion through tho courso adopted 
by that Government received its 
answer in the remark that it had lost a 
year in time, and in tho statements of 
"the other members to tho effect 'that 
tho additional half million could have 
been got just as well six mouths ago, 
when Mr. Mackenzie had expressed 
his readiness to concede the two mil- 
lions, provided he could find any one 
to negotiate with on the part of Colum- 
bia. The assertion that "the petition- 
ers from the Mainland in favor of Mr. 
"Mackenzie would now find that the 
Island would get the railroad and the 
Mainland tho waggon road" is a piece 
of insolent misrepresentation and tends 
to show tho utter uulitness of its author 
for tho position to which h? aspires, or. 
indeed, the uosition ho so unworthily oc- 
cupies. And, after all, tho two million 
p.-opoi-ition came neither from the Local 
Government nor from tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment, but from "prominent gentlaj- 
men" in tho Province who aro opposed 
to the wholo course of the Local Adminis- 
tration.. The next point that presents it- 
self to the mind in connection with the 
meeting in that of want of harmony in 
tho Columbia delegation; and, although 
couMderato reticence restrained the 
speech of members, quite onough trans- 
pired to clearly demonstrate at vrlioao 
dour tho blame lias. The senior member 
for this city was completoly identified as 
tho ' b'ack sheep, "and he only acted with 
his accustomed egotism and want of 
sound judgment in ankiug tho public to 
accept bis denial of the clear and emphat- 
ic declaration uf tho other members. Nor 
in he in any danger of being believed 
when stating that three members of tho 
delegation have given assurances of their 
readiness to act in harmony with one 
with whom they know from exporianco it 
is simply impos-siblo to act. It will bo 
remembered that ho mado a somewhat 
Bimilar stateraont last year, and tho mem- 
ber for New Westminster then felt him- 
self called upon to publicly repudiate 
and protest against the statement. Last 
year this "black sheep" claimed all his 
colleagues ns followers. This year, with 
no more truth, he is content to claim 
three. It will have been observed from 
what trauspirsd at the public meeting 
how faithfully this journal had preaonted 
tho subject of alleged inharmonious work- 
ing on the part of tho Columbia delega- 
tion and in what exceeding bad taato were 
the strictures of our contemporary — tho 
film - cast upon tho wholo delegation by 
the most unworthy of all its members. 
There are other featuros of Mr. Df.Gos- 
inoa' illnatured and most unstatesmanlike 
remarks, to which wa might advert, did 
time and space permit. Wo caunot, how- 
over, altogether pass ovor tho coarse and 
cowardly allusion to a moat estimable 
member of this community who has won 
golden opinions from all sides, sines com- 
ing amongst us, and yet whose "presence" 
Win characterized on Saturday evening 
-fts "a disgrace, a scandal and a Hha'mo"— 
language which, to the credit of tho 
meeting be it said, was mot by a itorm of 
hisses. 

. Give Chew it to Whom Cbbdit is Dub 
A mistaken prejudice prevails hero that 
Dominion Manufacturers cannot compete 
with foreign ones. To thoso, however, 
who are so stubbornly biased with this 
conviction, thoy must admit that there 
nro exceptions, and a palpable evidence to 
the contrary exists, not only in quality 
and styles, but in material oconomy. 
As evidence of this attention is respect- 
fully called to tho choico selection of 
Pocket and Office Diaries for 1875, recent- 
ly imported from Canada. Tho ronowned 
house of Letts & Sons, London, is also 
represented by Diaries for 1875.— T. N.

Tho pipas 
woro all paid for and would be iaid down 
immediately on arrival. Ho was afraid it 
would be ns'cessary to got another loan, 
and he believed they could get- it. 

Some one here enquired what was the 
estimated cost of the scheme. 

Coun. Drummond— §130,000; but Mr. 
Bulkley's estimate was too low us some of 
the land necessary had cost considerably 
more than was expected, and lie thought 
the City had been hardly used by some 
of the owners of propeftyrrMi\ Ward of 
the Hani;, Chief Justice Begbie and 
others. 

Mr. O. B. Brown here inquired if the 
speaker was in favor of a public market? 

Co nn. D rn mmond — Certa in ly . 

Mr. C. B. Brown spoke for some mo- 
ments amidst shouts of "Platform, " 
"Question," "Morton," etc., aud at last 
gave way and Coun. Morton ascended the 
platform. 

Coun. Morton alluded to tho fuot that 
ho also, like his opponent, came before 
his fellow citizens ior tho third time, 
though the first time its a candidate for 
the position for Mayor. His career was 
before them and ho scarcely thought it a 
compliment to the intelligence of the 
electors to say much about it as he thought 
them well abio to judge of his actions, and 
was quite willing to learo himself in 
their hands. There was one matter, how- 
ever, which called for soma little explanw- 
tion and that wni the part he had taken 
on tho question of tho celebrated purchase 
of town lots. On this matter it was scarce- 
ly possible that hisppponeut Conn. Drum- 
mond and himself, steering such oppo- 
site courses as they had done could both 
be right V He would ask their indulg- 
ence while he gave a few of the reasons 
which had guided hi - own oourso on this 
subject. Ho was himself in favor of the 
city acquiring land for tho purposes pro- 
posed, viz: The erection of a Market, City 
Hall, Borough Jail, etc., but bin objec- 
tions were the manner in which it bad 
been done. (Hear, hoar.) On the 10th 
Dec, 1873, a bylaw was submitted to tho 
ratepayers having for its object tbe pur- 
chase of land fur the purpose now under 
discussion, and was by them rejected by 
a large majority, nearly 2 to 1, and this, 
ho took to be conclusive evidence that 
for tho present, at least, tho citizens did 
not wish to incur any such expenditure, 
and on this ground he opposed it. Ac- 
cording to tho Municipal Constitution it 
«ras illegal after the rejection of a bylaw 
to submit another of similar purport and 
tenor until after tho lapse of lJ months, 
and ho would have preferred to make it a 
test question at this election, instead of 
disposing of it in the manner adopted by 
the Council. He had al?o sdvocated the 
plan of calling for tenders for tho supply 
of tho amount of land required, believing 
that some of the large property holders 
would have been glad to let tho city have 
tho land at a reasonable rate in order to 
enhance the value of their surrounding 
property (applause). Another scheme 
which might have been adopted would 
have boon to employ acompotont and ro- 
spectablo land agent to quietly make en- 
quiries respecting the value of property 
as if for himself, and then effect tho pur- 
chase of such suitable property ns could 
he ii ad at tho cheapest rate (hear, hoar). 
Ho likewise disapproved of paying for the 
property out of tho oarront revenue of 
tho city, which he thought, could not 
afford it, audit was.moreoyrr, quite right 
that posterity should bear eoine of the 
burdens of permanent improvement) 
(hear). The lots woro not large enough 
for the requited purpose. and he looked 
upon them as a bad bargain, but if elect- 
ed, and from the manner in which he 
had been met when canvassing bo had 
little doubt on that subject, he should 
consider it bis duty to make the best of 
this bad bargain and would support any 
reasonable proposal for their immediate 
use. He favored tlio idea of creating 
debt for the purpose, rather than to at- 
tempt it out of the yearly revenue, hut 
believed it to bo necessary in a matter of 
this magnitude that any scheme for tho 
immediate erection ot' a City Hall, etc., 
should bo submitted to the people (ap- 
plause). Ho said ho had been accused of 
of an intention to soil the lots it' elected. 
Thin he distinctly denied. He had also 
been accused of being an opponent of the 
Waterworks, ami here again the accusa- 
tion was a false one. Few citizens, Coun- 
cillors or othorwise, had given tho matter 
more attention or gone out oftener to 
watch over their prpgresa, but, as this 
aroso, perhaps, moro from his having 
more time at his convenience, ho did not 
wish to take credit for it. 

Respecting taxation, wliich was always 
a soro subject — here enough in prosper- 
ous times, and still tenderer in dull ouos, 
ho had made a:t attempt, during the past 
year to get it reduced, but as the majori- 
ty of the Council deemed it unsafe so to 
do, he had urged upon tho Council tho 
advisability of taking over tho mainten- 
ance of sidewalks. This was agreed to 
when the rate of one per oout. was fixed, 
but for &omo reason for which ho could 
not account, this scheme was abandoned. 
Ho was, however, very much in favor of 
it and would support any measure having 
that object in view, as by'tjiis means it 
would i> ■ possible to establish a uniform 
grade, and it could bo done much cheap- 
er than the properly owners con Id do il 
for themselves, and tho Council, more- 
over, would be moro directly responsible 
than at present as they \yottld have mure 
direct conl tel. 

Mr. C. 11. brown would like to know if 
the lots which tiio speaker had called a 
bad bargain could bo sold now for cost 
price. 
A voice— No! 

Coun. Morton said when tlio subject 
was till del' discussion ho had taken tho 
precaution to consult, a respectable land 
valuer in the city in or.l ir to get profes- 
sional opinion at to tho value, of the lots, 
and lie stated that the actual market value 
pf the lots at that lima was 82500; hu:

Win:i:KA*, the first section of the Municipality 
Amendment Act, IhH, provides (among other things) 
tie'.t lit every City, being a municipality, a Mayor 
shall be elected annually, And that such election 
take place at the same time and place as tho nomi- 
nal I, m el Councillors, and the polling (if any) at such 
olection shall be had anil taken at such time ond 
Place, or times and places, *as tlio Council Bhall by 
By-law appoint. 

Ast> WHEREAS, by the said Act it is further provided 
that the voting for Councillors and Mayor, In every 
Municipality, shall bo by ballot: 

Asp wueueas, it 1b expedient that a time and place 
for the election of a Mayor for the City of Victoria, 
for the Municipal year, now licit o-isuing, shall bo 
tiled. and that provisions should be made for the poll- 
in., (if any) of votes at the said election; 

ll. it therefore enacted by the Mayor and Council of 
tbe Corporation of tho City of Victoria as follows:-- 

1. The election of a Mayor for the Municipality of 
tin. City of Victoria shall take place at the same time 
as lie- election ol Councillors for the said City; that 
in t,, say, on the second Monday in January next; and 
such election shall commence at twelve o'clock noon 
"ii Hie said day.
